Despite improved économic 
conditions, numbers of applica- 
tions of help from the Family 
Welfare Association had steadily 
increased throughout this year, it 
was reported by the genéral sec- 
retary at the meeting of the 
board of directors held at Wel- 
fare House, Mr. E. H. Wilson, the 
president, in the chair. 

In September this year 72 appli- 
cations had been. received,. in 
comparison with 41 in September, 
1941; 279 office and home inter- 
views had taken place. The gen- 
eral secretary, Mrs. A. I. Spurgin, 
commented on the fact that the 
bulk of applications were in con- 
nection with families of men in| 
the armed forces, and these en- 
tailed a great deal of extra corre- 
spondence.
